Tore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 3 read with sub-section (1) of 
te Packaging Materials (Compulsory Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 1987 (10 of 1987), the Central 
i directs that the commodities specified in column (2) of the schedule below, shall be packed in jute 
for supply or distribution, in such minimum percentage as specified in corresponding entries in column 
lule with effect from Die date of publication of this' notification in the Official Gazette for the Jute year 
th June, 2005.

2. In case of any shortage or disruption in supply ofjute packaging material. Ministry ofTextiles may, in consultation 
with Die user Minis tries concerned, relax these provisions upto a maximum of 20% for foodgrains and sugar respectively. 

3. Small < onsumer packs of 10 kilograms and below and export packing in respect of foodgrains and sugar shall be 
exempted from the operation of this order. 

4. “Sugar fortified with vitamins” shall b e exempted from Die purview of this order.
